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Tributes to 
former town 
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Street lights 
back on after 
vandalism

STREET lights have been turned 
back on at night on a Newmar¬ 
ket estate after vandals attacked a 
number of cars. 

Suffolk County Council agreed to 
a police request to turn the lights 
back on while they investigate the 
vandalism. 

Vandals smashed or scratched 13 
car windows in Nimbus Way Pinza 
Close and Hyperion Way last week. 

Police have since stepped up pa¬ 
trols in the area and a concerned 
resident has launched a campaign 
on Facebook. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We are 
aware of the incidents and have 
been contacted by the police and 
asked to leave the lights on whilst 
they conduct their enquiries. 

“Any decision whether to leave 
them on would have to be taken af¬ 
ter enquiries and taken in conjunc¬ 


tion with the police.” 

A Facebook group campaign 
called ‘We want the street lights 
back on at night’ attracted 300 peo¬ 
ple to join it in just 24 hours. 

Group creator Mick Smith said: 
“I have thought about getting this 
campaign going for a long time but 
last week’s events prompted me to 
get it started now. 

“I have seen so many things 
happening that I feel have been 
contributed to by the lights being 
switched off. 

“I run a Neighbourhood Watch 
online with 2,000 members so see 
many posts from people that have 
had problems. I also see many 
comments from people who are 
actually scared now. 

“It has changed how people plan 
nights out and dog walking. If peo¬ 
ple were still able to walk about 
then it would offer less opportu¬ 
nity for thieves and vandals.” 

Mr Smith said he had seen other 


incidents which could have been 
avoided if the street lights had been 
on, including one woman who was 
left needing a hip replacement af¬ 
ter she missed the kerb in the dark 
and smashed her hip. 

He added: “A common quote 
now is that people ‘hear things go¬ 
ing on but don’t even bother look¬ 
ing out as they won’t be able to see 
anything’. We had over 300 people 
get behind the campaign within 
24 hours. I feel this is a sign of how 
people feel about this subject and 
would urge the council to recon¬ 
sider their policy on this.” 

A meeting for residents has also 
been set up with the Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch group at the social 
club, which police will be attend¬ 
ing, this evening. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses or anyone with any infor¬ 
mation about the vandalism to 
call 101 quoting NE/14/1433, or 
Crimestoppers on0800 555 111.

A FORMER Newmarket town 
and district councillor has 
died aged 75. 

Maureen Hills died in her 
sleep at her home in New¬ 
market on Monday. 

Mrs Hills was a prominent 
member of both Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council and For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) for many years. 

Her son Richard Hills led 
the tributes to his mother 
this week. 

Retired jockey Richard 
said: “Mum was on the coun¬ 
cil and also worked and was 
heavily involved with the 
Horseracing Museum from 
the start. 

“She was born in New¬ 
market and felt very strongly 
about everything Newmar¬ 
ket. She worked hard to keep 
it as a racing town. 

As a councillor, Maureen 
was part of many projects in 
the town, including the crea¬ 
tion of horse walks to ensure 
the animals’ safety. 

Richard added: “She had 
a lot to do with the safety of 
horses and where the horse

walks were put around New¬ 
market to keep the horses 
safe, and people as well.” 

She was also involved in 
the creation of the clock tow¬ 
er roundabout in her exten¬ 
sive council work. 

Richard added: “She made 
us very proud and we tried to 
make her proud with our rac¬ 
ing and everything else.” 

Tributes to the popular 
racing figure and council 
member were paid by many. 

Town mayor Rachel Hood 
said: “Maureen Hills was a 
very popular and well liked

lady who spent many years 
as a councillor in Newmarket 
and she was very much one 
of those people who was rac¬ 
ing through and through, as 
were her three sons.” 

District councillor Robin 
Millar also paid tribute. 

He said: “Maureen was one 
of the people who encour¬ 
aged me to get into politics. I 
will always remember her for 
her really big heart for New¬ 
market and its people, and 
for racing. 

“She was really generous 
and really passionate about 
Newmarket’s best interests 
and she had a deep care for 
the town.”

Move would be 'thievery' 


THE owner of the Queens- 
bury Lodge site has said if 
the council does not believe 
in “thievery from the old folk 
of Newmarket”, they will not 
put a Compulsory Purchase 
Order on the buildings. 

Bill Gredley has spoken out 
against Forest Heath District 
Council’s plans for the land if 
something isn’t decided. 

The land could be subject 
to a CPO, which would mean 
the council would take over 
and decide its future. 

But Mr Gredley said be¬ 
fore a CPO was discussed, 
he would put in an applica¬ 
tion for the second time to 


use the site as an old people’s 
home. 

The latest plans submitted 
have been for an Asda super¬ 
market on the site, but these 
were rejected by the council 
and upheld at appeal. 

He said: “The Asda su¬ 
permarket was to be on 
land that was at the back of 
Queensbury Lodge and this 
application was encouraged 
by FHDC. They said they 
wanted a supermarket there 
and we did what they asked. 

“We spent a lot of money 
putting an application in and 
at the last minute, members 
of the council objected to it.” 


He added: “I shall be as¬ 
tounded if they continue in 
the way they have.” 

At appeal, inspectors said 
the property had “potential 
for use as a racehorse train¬ 
ing establishment”. But Mr 
Gredley said racing is “too 
much of a focus” in Newmar¬ 
ket and that it had “gone too 
far”. 

He said: “I can’t deal with 
people who prefer horses in 
the centre of town instead of 
our senior citizens. 

“If the council do not be¬ 
lieve in thievery from the old 
folk of Newmarket then the 
CPO will not go ahead.”

A MUM has beaten incred¬ 
ible odds to give birth to the 
THIRD consecutive genera¬ 
tion of twins in her family. 

Stephanie Procter, 33, of 
Newmarket, was “insepara¬ 
ble” from her sister Gina and 
desperately wanted twins 
herself so they could share 
the same special bond. 

She fell pregnant with twins 
but had a miscarriage - then 
conceived a second set with 
husband Danny, 32, a me¬ 
chanical engineer. 

Identical siblings Honey 
and Amalie were born just 
three minutes apart and are 
now being doted on by their 
extended family. 

Proud Stephanie - whose 
mum Marianne Flack, 61, has 
a twin sister Valerie Taylor - 
said: “It’s been hard work but 
it’s a dream come true for me. 

“Growing up with a twin 
made me really want to have 
twin girls. When I lost twins I 
thought I’d had my chance. 
So when I found out I had 
twins again at my 12-week 
scan I was delighted. 

“Even before that I knew. I 
said to my twin sister: Took, I 
think I’m carrying twins.’ 

“I didn’t want to tell any¬ 
one else in case I was wrong 
but I’m so glad I was right.” 

The twins were born on 
fuly 2 at 11.11am, with Hon¬ 
ey arriving first weighing 4lbs 
15oz and Amalie three min¬ 
utes later at 3lbs 15oz. 

However, the birth was 
fraught with worry as the 
twins had to be separated 
just days after they were 
born. 

Honey was taken to the Ne¬ 
onatal unit at Addenbrooke’s. 

Stephanie, a planning co¬ 
ordinator for a packaging 
company, added: “Honey 
had something wrong with 
her stomach. It wasn’t de¬ 


veloped properly. She might 
have needed an operation 
but luckily she didn’t. They 
were separated for 12 days.” 

Now nine weeks old, the 
twins are back at home. 

They all live within about 
five miles of each other and 
the family are very close. 

Stephanie added: “All the 
twins in the family are natu¬ 
ral so it’s very rare. Three sets 
of twins in one family is just 
amazing. 

“It’s hectic when we all get 
together. The poor husbands, 
bless them, they hardly get a 
word in edgeways.” 

Stephanie grew up with 


her twin Gina Brackbury. 

Mum-of-two Gina, a com¬ 
mercial analyst, said: “I loved 
growing up as a twin and I’m 
so pleased that Stephanie 
had her own set of twins be¬ 
cause they’ll be exactly the 
same. It’s just brilliant. She’s 
my best friend as well as my 
sister. 

“I’ve never felt alone in my 
life because I’ve always had 
Steph and her kids will be the 
same. Maybe they’ll be even 
closer because they’re identi¬ 
cal.”

Concern over town order 


A COUNCILLOR has ex¬ 
pressed concerns about 
the effectiveness of New¬ 
market’s designated public 
place order (DPPO) after a 
“distressing” incident in the 
town centre. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who repre¬ 
sents the Severals ward, told 
Newmarket Town Council at 
a meeting on Monday that 
she experienced an incident 
in town with six to eight 
young people “very much 
worse for wear”, drinking 
and swearing. 

The councillor called 101, 
believing that under the 
powers of the DPPO, police 
could move street drinkers 
on. 

She said: “I reported it 


and was in the town for at 
least 45 minutes in that area 
and they were still there. 

“It was incredibly unat¬ 
tractive and quite disturb¬ 
ing. I rang 101 the next day 
and spoke to a Pc who at¬ 
tended the incident but 
because there wasn’t anti¬ 
social behaviour, there was 
nothing they could do. 

“I said, what is the point 
of having this drinking ban? 
There’s no point in actually 
having this.” 

However, Cllr Warwick 
Hirst has said he has also 
called police over street 
drinkers in the war memo¬ 
rial gardens and it had been 
dealt with. 

He said: “They have come 


and dealt with it and it has 
been excellent. It is very 
positive and we welcome 
it.” 

Government guidance 
says a DPPO does not pro¬ 
hibit drinking in a public 
place, but allows police to 
address “nuisance or an¬ 
noyance associated with the 
consumption of alcohol in a 
public place”. 

It adds: “It is important to 
note that these powers do 
not make it a criminal of¬ 
fence to consume alcohol 
within a designated area. 

“An offence is commit¬ 
ted if the individual refuses 
to comply with a consta¬ 
ble’s request to refrain from 
drinking.” 


Research plea 
to horse owners 


NEW research is set to be un¬ 
dertaken by a local organisa¬ 
tion into a “devastating” dis¬ 
ease for horses and ponies. 

A total of 3,000 owners of 
horses and ponies are be¬ 
ing sought by the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) together 
with World Horse Welfare as 
they launch a new research 
project called “CARE (creat¬ 
ing awareness and reporting 
evidence) about laminitis”. 

Laminitis is an inflamma¬ 
tory condition which can 
cause horses difficulty with 
walking, and in some cases 
can be fatal. 

The study, conducted by 
PhD student Danica Pollard, 
based at the AHT, asks horse 
and pony owners to register 
online and answer a ques¬ 
tionnaire containing infor¬ 
mation about grazing, sta¬ 
bling, feeding, exercise and 
hoof care, amongst others. 

They will then be asked 
to review the information 
given on a monthly basis 
and document any changes 
to the management routine 
or health of their animals, as

well as any cases of lamini¬ 
tis. 

The information will be 
taken over two years and 
will capture changes in the 
animal’s environment and 
laminitis occurances. It is 
hoped the information will 
increase certainty that expo¬ 
sure to a factor contributes 
to laminitis. 

Dr Kristien Verheyen, 
member of the CARE about 
laminitis team, said: “This 
is a fantastic opportunity for 
horse and pony owners to 
be at the forefront of equine 
research and actively con¬ 
tribute to a collective Team 
effort’ to reduce the serious 
welfare consequences that 
laminitis has on our animals. 

“Our previous laminitis 
studies have highlighted 
some novel factors that seem 
to be associated with the dis¬ 
ease and it is crucial that we 
now have to build on these 
findings so that we can pro¬ 
vide firm recommendations 
for management strategies 


to reduce the risk of lamini¬ 
tis in any horse or pony.” 

Between 2009 and 2011, 
vet-diagnosed laminitis oc¬ 
curred in almost one in 200 
horses or ponies. 

Roly Owers, chief execu¬ 
tive at World Horse Welfare, 
said: “Laminitis is a devas¬ 
tating disease of equines 
that causes massive welfare 
issues all year round. This is 
why World Horse Welfare is 
continuing to invest in vital 
research to better our under¬ 
standing of the contributing 
factors to laminitis and the 
recurrence of clinical signs. 

“To do this we need 
the help of horse owners 
through contributing to on¬ 
line diaries and logging their 
individual horse manage¬ 
ment practices and record¬ 
ing any change - this will 
help identify what does or 
does not contribute to the 
development or recurrence 
of laminitis.”

Whole area needs 
consideration 

THE NEWS reports re Queensbury 
Lodge that at appeal, planning 
inspectors said the property and 
land had "potential for use as a 
racehorse training establishment". 

I very much doubt that any 
trainer would wish to include the 
costs of purchase and refurbishment 
of the lodge, cottage and stables in 
their mortgage. 

Equally, neither town nor district 
councillors should be relishing the 
thought of dumping such expenses 
on Council Tax payers with a 
Compulsory Purchase Order. 

The problem is not just 
immediate capital costs but the 
ongoing expenses of maintenance. 

It might appear that the old 
paddock land behind - and 
separate from - the lodge lends 
itself to being a training yard but 
the nearby Holland House still lies 
empty, which suggests that new 
yards on Rowley Drive are not good 
economic prospects. 

Racehorse training is not a licence 
to print money. 

There is an old adage that the 
best way to become a millionaire 
trainer is to start with two million. 

One should not have the roseate 
view that Newmarket can depend 
solely on racing for survival and 
prosperity. Racing has its own 
financial problems. 

From the road Queensbury 
Lodge presents mainly a blank wall; 
admittedly a few hanging baskets 
might look better than scaffolding 
but the buildings are hardly 
attractive to passers by. 

The whole area at the town 
entrance needs to be considered, 
including the garage, pub and 
swimming pool sites. 

Unex's applications over the years 
have sought to tidy up the area and 
supply the funding necessary to 
refurbish and maintain the lodge, 
though the Asda idea was maybe 
excessive. 

Talk of Compulsory Purchase 
Orders smacks of brinkmanship. 

It seems that FHDC could take 
two years to assess the matter, 
followed by a few more years 


obtaining a CPO and yet more 
years considering action plans. It 
is, however, pleasing that FHDC say 
"Hopefully we can work with the 
owner to sort this out" but I would 
be fearful if they decided to "finish 
the job ourselves".

currently being used for equine 
purposes in Exning Road. Also how 
does it compare to the current 
planning application to use equine 
land in Kentford for houses? 

Compulsory purchase is not the 
solution. The solution is to talk 
proactively with Mr Gredley and his

Finishing 
touches to 
memorial 

WORK is almost finished on 
a memorial to commemo¬ 
rate legendary codebreaker 
Bill Tutte. 

Professor William ‘Bill’ 
Tutte, who was born in 
Newmarket, worked as a 
codebreaker during the 
Second World War, cracking 
the German Enigma code. 

He was also the man 
behind breaking the “un¬ 
breakable” Tunny code, 
which the Nazis used for 
top secret communica¬ 
tions. 

Using intellect and intui¬ 
tion, Mr Tutte managed to 
recreate a Lorenz machine 
which sent the code and 
crack it. 

The work was not made 
public until 1993 - and Mr 
Tutte is now set to be re¬ 
membered on Rutland Hill. 

The memorial, designed 
by Cambridge sculptor 
Harry Gray, features steel 
panels which represent 
the punched paper used 
to transmit the code. When 
viewed in a certain way, an 
image of Mr Tutte can be 
seen. 

The finished memorial 
will be unveiled on Sep¬ 
tember 10. 


Homes for Red 
Lodge approved 


PLANS for 374 homes were 
approved at an extraor¬ 
dinary Lorest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council meeting last 
Wednesday - a U-turn af¬ 
ter councillors said they 
were “minded to refuse” the 
plans at a previous meet¬ 
ing. 

The final vote was still 
close - with six council¬ 
lors voting for the proposal 
from Crest Nicholson, six 
voting against, and one ab¬ 
stention. 

The final vote was cast 
by council chairman Chris 
Barker who voted for the 
proposal. 

The approved plan will 
see 374 homes built on land 
east of Red Lodge on Hun¬ 
dred Acre Larm. 

Retail units are also set to 
be included in the plans - 
making up 225 square me¬ 
tres of retail space. 

A Section 106 agreement 
also means the developer 
will provide 14 per cent of 
affordable housing. 

Concerns were still 
raised by councillors, who 
had previously mentioned 
sewage issues and lack of

school places as reasons 
why they might vote against 
the proposals. 

Councillors heard that 
raw sewage was still coming 
up into the gardens of local 
residents and that the smell 
was always in the air, mean¬ 
ing residents couldn’t sit in 
their gardens and when 
they were inside, windows 
would have to stay closed. 

But planning officials 
told them that this was an 
issue for Anglian Water, 
and independent reports 
matched what councillors 
had been told that the exis- 
iting system in place on the 
site would be able to cope 
with the new houses. 

Councillors also said that 
there would not be enough 
school provision in place 
for new residents. 

Cllr Tim Huggan said: 
“The problem is that the 
school is going to be be¬ 
yond capacity. They are 
already losing specialist 
rooms like the library and 
art rooms to provide extra 


space. 

“This is beyond the break¬ 
ing point of the school.” 

But councillors were told 
that Crest had pledged not 
to fill more than the first 
106 homes until September 
2017 when a new school is 
planned to open. 

Land will also be kept 
aside by developers that 
will be used for temporary 
classes for St Christopher’s 
school, councillors were 
told. 

Planning officer Gareth 
Durrant warned council¬ 
lors that an appeal would 
be “tough to defend in the 
absence of evidence” and 
could incur them huge 
costs if an appeal was 
launched by the company. 

Cllr Roger Dicker said: 
“I do not have a problem 
with houses in Red Lodge 
in principle. I have a prob¬ 
lem that Red Lodge is still in 
many places a building site. 

“The idea was that we 
would get so many houses 
and then in 2021 we would 
look at the rest. 

“Red Lodge deserves a 
rest.”

Last weekend was a 
trial run for the initia¬ 
tive in Newmarket, and 
as it seemed successful, 
could now be rolled out 
to happen on a weekly 
basis. 

Licensing officer, Pc 
Amanda Garnham, said: 
“The feedback from the

“A few people com¬ 
plained about the lack of 


taxis which meant that a 
few people were waiting 
long periods of time.

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MP welcomes 
horseracing 
lew reform 


CONSULTATIONS are taking place on 
the way the horseracing betting levy is 
collected. 

The consultations follow an annouce- 
ment by the Chancellor in March that the 
racing industry deserved government 
backing for what he said was a “racing 
right” to claim the levy 

The levy, which is collected on the 
profits from horseracing bets and is dis¬ 
tributed to improve the sport, has long- 
been criticised for being out of date. 

The latest consultation is the second to 
be held and will seek views on reforming 
and replacing the levy with a framework 
to enable a “flow of funding” from bet¬ 
ting to the sport. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock 
welcomed the consultation. He said: 
“This consultation is good news for the 
horseracing industry as a whole, the 
8,500 jobs it supports around Newmar¬ 
ket, and another step forward in securing 
the racing right.

“I strongly support the racing right as 
a fair, sustainable way to replace the levy, 
which we all agree is broken. 

“There is cross party support for a long 
term solution and the racing right would 
provide a sustainable and fair source of 
funding for racing whilst promoting a 
commerical relationship with the betting 
industry. We have made great progress 
on this issue so far, but must keep push¬ 
ing for the racing right as the replace¬ 
ment for the levy.” 

The consultation has been running 
since August 27 and will continue until 
November 5.

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WE’VE all been worried about the Cambridge 
Arts Picturehouse, what with the Competition 
Commission’s final decision on its future still 
unclear. And never more so than when it’s home 
to the always exciting, always ground-breaking 
Cambridge Film Festival - now in its 34th year. 
And no-one does better popcorn. 

Running until Sunday, the Cambridge 
News-backed festival boasts highlights from 
the quirkier, off-the wall strands and the big 
Hollywood hitters, to the fun-packed family 
specials, pithy shorts, searching documentaries 
and director Q&As. 

Highlights include the closing film on Sunday, 
which this year will be the traditional surprise 
film! Obviously we can only speculate on what 
it might be but in previous years Burn After 
Reading, Looper, Sunshine on Leith and Pirates 
of the Caribbean have all been the surprise 
movies. Whatever it is, it'll be great, guaranteed. 

But before that, on Friday, shake off work, 
load up on dreams and watch SPARK: A Burning 
Man Story. This documentary - full of light 
and drama and madness - focuses on Nevada's 
week-long arts festival, which sees a city of fun, 
games, music, spirituality and self-expression 
just spring up out of the desert. Provocative, 
extravagant and independently made by director 
Steve Brown, it goes behind the scenes, noting 
the challenges and joys faced by the organisers 
and by the 60,000 festival goers that make it 
happen. It's also completely beautiful. 

Also on Friday, Bill Nighy, Imelda Staunton, 
Dominic West, Paddy Considine and up-and- 
comers George McKay and Joe Gilgun (that's 
what you call a cast list) star in Pride. It's set 
in the summer of 1984; Thatcher's trying to 


close the mines, the miners are on strike, and 
London's Gay Pride Marchers are raising money 
for them. But the unions are embarrassed by it, 
so the marchers jump on a minibus and go find 
some miners themselves to hand the donation 
over to. Powerful, witty, intelligent stuff, your 
heart will be warmed and your brain will be 
worked. 

And on Saturday, director Skip Kite is expected 
to present his documentary, Tony Benn: Will 
and Testament. A powerful exploration of the 
Labour MP's epic life and career, it patchworks 
intimate interview material with photos and 
filmed footage from Benn's personal archive and 
tracks his work across Britain. It promises to be 
a "fitting testament to a forceful orator whose 
tongue was as sharp as his mind". 

To honour some of the best films on show, 
each year the Cambridge Film Festival runs the 
Audience Awards. Before each "in competition" 
screening, you'll be handed a voting card on 
which you can rate the experience. You're 
going to feel exactly like the Oscars' board of 
directors no doubt. The Golden Punt award 
goes to best feature, the Silver Punt crowns best 
documentary and the Crystal Punt goes to the 
greatest short film. Enter the fray and pick your 
favourites. 

Events in the 34th festival take place at the 
Arts Picturehouse (38-39 St Andrew's Street, 
Cambridge) and some other venues; tickets 
for all are available from the Arts Picturehouse 
Box Office on 0871 902 5720 or via 
cambridgefilm festival, org. uk.

BEFORE I GO TO SLEEP (IS, 92 mins) 
THERE has been a rich harvest of 
taut thrillers in 2014, including the 
independent American features Blue Ruin 
and Cold In July and gritty British films 
Locke and Starred Up. 

With David Fincher's adaptation of 
Gone Girl looming on the horizon, this 
is undoubtedly a year when audiences 
will catch themselves returning to filthy 
habits and furiously biting their nails in 
the dark of an unbearably tense cinema. 

Before I Go To Sleep is guaranteed to 
jangle nerves and drop a few jaws as 
summer mellows into autumn. 

Based on SJ Watson's bestselling novel, 
this ingenious thriller places us in exactly 
the same hellish predicament as the 
heroine, who wakes up each morning 
without any memory of the past, 
including her own identity. 

Through the eyes of this terrified wife, 
we absorb scraps of information from 
supposedly reliable sources and try 
to piece together the truth, unsure if 
writer-director Rowan Joffe is leading us 
a merry, sadistic dance. 

Following a car accident, 47-year- 
old Christine Lucas (Nicole Kidman) is 
diagnosed with anterograde amnesia. 

Each morning, she wakes in a strange 
bed next to a man she does not know 
and creeps into the adjacent bathroom 
where a series of photographs on the 
wall begin to fill in the blanks, letting her 
know that the man is her husband Ben 
(Colin Firth) and they have shared many 
happy years together. 

"You store up information for a day, 


wake up, and it's all gone,'' explains Ben, 
whose love for his wife holds strong. 

He leaves for work and Christine 
continues to learn about her past from 
information in the house. 

Then she receives a mysterious 
telephone call from someone called Dr 
Nash (Mark Strong), who instructs her to 
look in the wardrobe. 

"We've been keeping a video diary. 

I'm not sure Ben knows,'' confides the 
medic. 

The subsequent footage casts doubt on 
the facts that underpin Christine's fragile 
existence. 

"Don't trust anyone!" whispers 
Christine to herself in the video diary, 
tears glistening in her eyes. 

As Christine reconnects with Claire 
(Anne-Marie Duff), who is supposedly 


her best friend, contradictory testimonies 
drive her to the brink of insanity. 

Before I Go To Sleep drip-feeds us 
fragmented flashbacks, clouding our 
judgement of characters as they orbit 
Christine, purportedly out of love. 

Kidman captures the fragility of a 
woman at the mercy of her condition, 
who knows she must stare into the abyss 
before sleep robs her of a day's detective 
work. 

Firth and Strong offer sterling support 
and Joffe cranks up the tension 
masterfully with each hairpin twist. 

The guessing game of who to trust is 
part of the film's diabolical appeal and 
the script engineers some wonderful 
bluffs until a gasp-inducing big reveal 
that should have audiences teetering 
precariously on the edge of their seats.

How to store 
your surplus 


IF you are now inundated with ripe 
tomatoes, green beans, berries and herbs, 
don't leave them to go stringy or mouldy 
because the freezer can go a long way to 
making your crops last into winter. 

Blanching newly-picked vegetables 
before freezing them is a great way to 
avoid waste. It stops enzyme actions 
which can cause loss of flavour, colour 
and texture. Blanching cleans the surface 
of dirt and organisms, brightens the 
colour and helps retain vitamins. 

Just plunge vegetables in boiling water 
for a minute or two and then drain in a 
colander and transfer them into ice cold 
water to stop the cooking process, then 
let them cool and dry them off, place 
them in freezer bags and store in your 
freezer until you need them. 

You can do this with a range of 
vegetables, from runner and French 
beans to sweetcorn, broccoli, carrots and 
peas, although blanching times may vary. 

Of course, we all know the texture of 
tomatoes changes as soon as you freeze 
them, but they will still be good for pasta 
sauces and stews in the months to come. 

Strawberries, too, change their 
character when they've been frozen, but 
you can make some delicious desserts, 
jams and sauces using frozen berries. 
Blackberries, which cost a fortune in the

shops but grow wild among hedgerows 
in the countryside, can be picked and 
frozen. Instead of squishing the newly- 
picked fruit in a freezer bag, place the 
berries flat on a tray and put them in the 
freezer, then once they're frozen they 
can be transferred intact to bags and 
placed back in the freezer. 

Herbs, too, can be preserved to add to 
soups, casseroles and sauces long after 
you've harvested them. Just place a small 
amount of the herbs into ice cube trays 
and cover them with water. Then, when 
you want them you can just take out one 
or two cubes to add to your dish. 

Some herbs, such as parsley, can be 
frozen as whole bunches and kept in 
bags in the freezer. When you want 
them, just take a handful from the bunch 


and crumble them into your dish. 

If you like flavoured oil to go with your 
balsamic vinegar, use sprigs of rosemary, 
or whole chillis and other robust herbs to 
add to your bottle of olive oil, leaving it 
for the flavour to infuse. 

End-of-season tomatoes can be 'sun- 
dried' in the oven, putting them on a 
tray at the lowest setting for a couple of 
hours with the oven door just ajar. 

If you're running out of freezer space 
and have enough jam and chutney 
to keep you going until the next 
millennium, you may just have to find 
inventive ways to use up your produce. 
Juicing fruit and veg is a good way of 
using surplus, although juices will have 
to be drunk immediately before they 
oxidise, start changing colour, lose 
nutrients and look much less appetising. 

Really efficient gardeners only grow 
what they know they're going to eat - 
so perhaps, as you look at your gluts 
of courgettes, peppers, radishes and 
tomatoes, you need to rethink your 
vegetable plot next year to avoid any 
ending up on the compost heap. 

And remember, only freeze the best 
of what you grow. If your green beans 
have gone stringy, they are still going to 
be stringy when you get them out of the 
freezer in a month's time.

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Avoid a taxing 
time when tax 
disc changes 


WITH the abolition of the vehicle 
tax disc taking effect from Oc¬ 
tober 1 and a flurry of confused 
people asking about the situa¬ 
tion through social media, lead¬ 
ing road safety charity the Insti¬ 
tute of Advanced Motorists has 
taken the opportunity to clarify 
the rules. 

Basically you will still need to 
buy vehicle tax to keep any ve¬ 
hicle on the road. You will still 
receive a reminder from the 
DVLA, and you can continue 
paying using the previous meth¬ 
ods. However now you will be 
able to pay by continuous direct 
debit - meaning there will never 
be a risk of forgetting to pay, and 
driving an untaxed car. 

The direct debit will continue 
as long as there is a valid MOT for 
the vehicle. 

You can apply online to tax 
your vehicle using the 16 digit 


reference code from your vehicle 
tax renewal reminder (VI1) or 
11 digit reference number from 
your log book (V5C). 

One major change the new 
road tax rules has created is 
that vehicle tax can no longer 
be transferred with the vehicle if 
you sell it - often an added incen¬ 
tive when purchasing a vehicle. If 
after October 1 you sell a vehicle 
and have notified the DLVA, you 
will automatically receive a re¬ 
fund for any full months remain¬ 
ing on that vehicle tax. 

You will now always have to 
buy new vehicle tax when you 
purchase a new or used vehicle. 

As of October 1, you will no long¬ 
er be obliged to display a paper tax 
disc on your car - so you are free 
to remove and destroy it. However 
you might want to keep it as a sou¬ 
venir, if you are feeling sentimental 
over the disappearance of an icon¬ 


ic part of UK motoring life! 

Simon Best, IAM chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “As with all new sys¬ 
tems, it will take a little time to 
get used to. But the move to allow 
people to set up a direct debit will 
mean greater peace of mind for 
many, so your vehicle will never 
be untaxed. 

“However, moving more of 
these processes online will make 
things very difficult for those 
without regular internet access 
- as ever, the poor and elderly 
could lose out. 

“And it will be interesting to see 
if some people think that without 
a visible tax disc it will be easier 
simply not to buy one. We’ll see 
in time how effective this has 
been in catching those who avoid 
paying.”

IF, as we are constantly being told, 
the FA Cup is dying, then we should 
at least be thankful it is dying like 
this. 

Barely a season goes by without 
debate over the perceived decline in 
prestige and relevance of the world’s 
oldest domestic cup competition, with 
much hand-wringing recently over the 
fact the Football Association have yet 
to find a sponsor for the 134th edition. 

But talk to pretty much any of the 
teams and players partaking in the 
preliminary round, and it is very clear 
it is still holds much importance. 

Admittedly, none of the 160 teams 
involved in it at this stage will be 
lifting the trophy at Wembley on 
May 30 next year, and few - if any - 
will even make it to the first round 
proper, when the Football League 
sides enter. 

Of Newmarket and Godmanchester, 
Newmarket have come closest in the 
past, reaching the fourth qualifying 
round in 1992, only to suffer a home 
defeat to Hayes. 

And they still have the chance 
to progress that far after Scott 
Paterson’s 85th-minute strike saw 
them edge a thriller 3-2 away to 
their Thurlow Nunn League, Premier 
Division rivals Godmanchester. 

Their reward is a home tie against 
Southern League, Premier Division 
outfit Histon and Jockeys boss Kevin 
Grainger is relishing the prospect. 

“Something we’ve always really 
wanted to do is test ourselves against 
the next league up and that will do,” 
said Grainger. 

“Obviously, Histon are two leagues 
higher and hopefully we can get 
a good gate, and it will be nice all 
round. 


“The lads will enjoy it and, to be 
fair, if we play our A’ game then it will 
be a hard game for Histon.” 

Magic and romance of the Cup 
aside, the pragmatic reason - 1,925 
of them in prize money alone, for a 
preliminary round victory - for clubs 
hoping to get on a run at this stage 
is financial. 

First blood went to the visitors 
after just 10 minutes.

home off the post. 

Godmanchester, already without 
several first-team regulars through 
injury and unavailability, were then 
forced to replace skipper Chris Hyem 
and Jordan Brockett at the break, 
followed by Charlie Bowen limping 
off early in the second half. 

Rovers were indebted to 
goalkeeper Niall Conroy denying 
both Paterson and Claydon before 
substitute Jake Pinner struck from 18 
yards on 77 minutes. 

But Paterson pounced when Mark 
Webster’s overhead kick from a 
corner ricocheted off a defender to 
win it for the visitors. 

“I thought we thoroughly deserved 
it,” said Grainger. “This game started 
to show a bit more what we are all 
about.”

HUGO Palmer toasted a special 
afternoon at Sandown last Satur¬ 
day when Aktabantay provided the 
emerging Newmarket trainer with a 
first Group-race victory.

Mirza is set to have a warm-up 
race ahead of his bid for the Prix de 
l’Abbaye at Longchamp next month. 

The seven-year-old showed he 
was a force to be reckoned with on 
the sprinting front when getting 
within a neck of conceding 4lb to 
Pearl Secret in the Beverley Bullet. 

Trainer Rae Guest will now con¬ 
sider three options for Mirza before 
he has a second crack at the Abbaye, 
in which he was unplaced last year. 

The Prix du Petit Couvert at 
Longchamp on September 14, 
the Derrinstown Stud Flying Five 
Stakes at the Curragh the same day 
and the Dubai International Airport 
World Trophy at Newbury on Sep¬ 
tember 20 are all possible targets. 

“The Abbaye is his end-of-season 
target and he will have a trial race in 
between,” said Guest. 

“He’s in the Flying Five in Ireland 
in about two weeks time, he’s also 
in the French race he dead-heated 
in last year the same weekend.
